After a month there 
in the hospital, | came home by plane. Other things jumped 
on me when | was down and | have noi been able to do much 
work since. Of course | did not like that part of it, but it gave 
me lots of time to think of past experiences. In 1930 when | 
lefi the flower business for cactus, Johnson and Tegeiberg were 
the only other present day cactus growers in the game. The 
Hummel and Arozena firms started operations a few years 
later. The business has changed a lot. In the early days large 
quantities of collected wild plants were used. Now they are 
all nursery grown. Our firm increased from a couple of city 
lots to a well stocked fifteen acre farm with more than two 
acres of various types of houses. 


My enforced rest also gave me a chance to quietly plan 
toward the future. Production did not slack off as we have a 
good and well trained crew. All except one, have been with 
us for periods ranging from three to twelve years. 

Our old friends know that we have always liked to offer 
plants under their proper names. Of course this does not mean 
that we do not put up good assortments. In fact we can give 
more plants in assortments than we have listed as there are 
numerous small lots in the various price groups. We also are 
pleased to tell you the approximate size as well as the price 
of our plants. The minimum size of all our listings except the 
rare Euphorbia obesa, are suitable for two and one quarter 
inch pots. None are of the quick growing weedy types.
